To TliK Kditou. — Tiie education of 
children i.s one of tlic nicst iniiiortnnt 
duties parents have to dbsrlmige nmi it 
seems to uio surpriaing bow rcadiiy liii'y 
lierniit .sti'anger.s, incoin]ii'liMii pi^rsuns, 
to undertake the arduous ta.sL-. Tho 
state, that i.s a power ropriweatcii in 
ihi.s province by tlie attorney general, 
the tinanee minister and the i)roviiu-iiil 
fiecretary, im authorized by tlie iieoplo 
to educate tlieir ohildieii. Would any 
sportsman entrust the trninincr oi bi.^ 
dog to a stranger selected by ilieso gen 
tlomen ? They know a.s much of, tlio art 
required to train a child aa they l;no\v 
of the art that makes a iboroiigbljred 
.'^paniel stand at ea.se in tlie (ii.'ld i lose 
by a garno bird, i venture tn say ilu'i'C 
i.s not in the ]irovinee one luun who 
would intrust the state with the duty 
I of training Ids horse or his dog; but 
.^erery man seems to think '^that the 
state i.s a lirst-rato teacher, a ("lod fear- 
ing instructor, a moralist 111 lo .supply 
the young uiind with ideas ihal will 
adorn tlic yotmg ladies ami peiitleinen 
now at school. That is an aiitoni.sliiiig 
fact and a palpable delu.sion. 1 do not 
hope that any testimony could influence 
tlio decision of the slate. 'I'iie case see'iis 
hopeless. Parents are indilleroiiL iind 
"f/ie spirit oj'thi: arjr'' seems to favor the 
doctrine that thealmigbty dollar i.s V>oC\. 
The vast majority of fathers and luotb- 
era are influenced by this terrible idea. 
Their experience has notjirovided them 
with a clear perception. They havo 
not noticed the fact that the happiest 
people in the world aru those who spend 
a great portion of their time in prayer. 
In presence of a jury of pliilosoplier.-i 
lomposed of .Jews, Christians and P.i 
gans, I would undertake to prove that 
the religious man is the happiest man; 
and that the dollar worshipper is a 
dunce who lives like a horse, alway.i in 
harness.

The Pagans have a religion; the .Jews 
a religion; but the Christians ap])ear 
to think they can do very well v/itbout 
any religion. It is true. Look nt pub- 
lic schools from which i-eligious teach- 
ing is excluded and you 'vill bo .satisfied 
that they are evidence sufficient to 
support the assertion that modern 
Christianity is on the march to the 
temple of Paganism. 

The more I fctudy the pablic whool 
.system the more I am amazed. .Mor- 
mons, Spiritualists and Chinamen are 
elegible to act as school directors. The 
letter written by Dr. Tohnic lo the 
heathen Chinese elector.?! of \'ictoria 
urging them lo vote for Mr. Fell was 
truly pathetic. If a C'hinauian enjoys 
the privilege of voting there can be no 
question of his right to act as repre- 
sentative if elected. 1 »r. Tohnic and 
,Mr. Fell are cpiritualists. Are they 
Christians '/ Ask any father and he will 
answer It is a matter of no conse 
quence; they are sober, solemn citizens, 
lovers of order and well tit to be .'ichoul 
directors. That is public opinion. 
.Vo.\t year wo may have a < .'luiininaii 
electerl to fill the oflice of Si'hool direr 
tor.s. Why not I Will puld^c ojiinion 
declare he is incompetent? Oh, no, 
public opinion favors the infidel. 

Rememhering that our public Kcbool 
directors are spiritualists I cannot for- 
get the changes that arc likely lo be 
made in the school books. The cate- 
chism is excluded. Webster's dictionary 
is on the upjicr shelf, the fourtli reader 
must follow it, and make room for a 
brilliant essay on the glories of spirit 
ualism. "When the C'hinaiaan bei>oiiies 
a school director he may remove the 
fifth reader and supply its phu'c with 
the writings of Confucius who was 
really a distinguished moralist and 
from whoso writings Oliver Goldaniith 
■borrowed inany good ideas. But if tlio 
Chinaman happens to be a 'rartiir be 
may ju'escnt a copy of the great work 
written by Hop Wo who has wriUcu 
thirty-six large volumes to prove ibat 
fuan is a maggot. And such a work as 
that would surely interest' our most

"tojchool direcjiors.v and the fathers of 
ClirlBtian families.' 

I think I can forsee the fate of the 
rising and future generations educated 

' in public schools without any religious 
training. They will have thoir little 
mjnds filled with strange fancies; they 
can never conteraplete the Divine 
Majesty of the great God. They will 
be olive, but without ideas, crawling 
on the earth like the human iiiaggol.s 
which Hop \Vo describe.';. To anyone 
who knows anything of human nature 

it must hv apparent that it is nnt im- 



proved by the statecraft which deprives 
it of the consdling and . restraining in- 
fluences of religion. Your readers 
would be tired bj5 reading a tenth part 
of the evidence I could p^odupe to show 
that the abnenco of religlofus training 
in, school must be followel}' by. .univer- 
sal disorder. Appealing to the 'i^jeople 
is as tiseless as dpppaling to the State. 
What i.s the use of i roving anything in 
a worUl like this • itea.son is dead and 
buried and the wliub- world seetns to 
lie a vast lunatic asylum. 

Of religion 1 shall say no more, Ijiit 
on a subject that interests ftithers and 
mothers I have a word to nay. IMy ex- 
perience as a visitor to public .schools 
enables uie to de[clarft,that the sy.stem 
is not good enough.v^foV infidels. The 
father who does not care a I'ent whe- 
ther his little boy believes in llod or in 
the almighty dollar may wish to know 
that he is a good readen Now I can 
assure him that not one in ten uf the 
boys who eon over in chHs the tifth 
reader can explain the nieaning of a 
sentence. Does the father of the littlo 
infidel think he is leailing when he is 
pronouncing wonls of which tho tom 
cat knows as much about the meaiung 
as he knows / lie is not reading. He 
is chattering, and that is the result of 
ru.shingthe lad.s through clas.ses. ".Make 
haste slowly " i.s a tiia.xiiii nuite forgot- 
ten by the infxleru school teai-ber. in 
a jiublic .school in this ]irovince 1 asked 
the class ill geography what is the 
meaning of map i ICvery one of the 
little students in solemn silence pointeil 
to a map of the world and one answer- 
etl, that is a map. The school teacher I 
pronounced the word distinctly and' 
asked its meaning, .-\gain the little 
hands pointeil to tbe- in.!]). The poor ;

McNamee being elected by an over- 
whelming majority. Mr. Fleming wns 
tho most badly beaten of tho.se hurt,

.■"^liakespeare'a play of the "Mei chant of 
Venice" was produced last ovening 
beioie an overwhelming house, whose 
glutiQcation knew no bounds. 'The act- 
ing in moslbrespecta was of a very high 
order. Mr. Sheridan appeared in the 
character of Shylock, the greedy .Jew w ho 
entertained a mortal hatred of Christiana 
and who was willing even to surronder 
his loan of three thousand ducats twice- 
told for the pleasure of cutting tlie poinid 
of tlosh from Antonio's breast. We have 
always regarded Shylock as a deeply in 
jiired man. His hatred of Christians 
amounted to in-ianity; his oidy daughter 
hail robl>ed him and ran away and inar- 
rieil a Chriatiaii; ho had been spat upon, 
reviled and beaten by Christians, and his 
dislike of that religion is not subject for 
wonderment. IMr. Shecid.tn's .conception 
of tho char.acter accords with our view of 
Shylock, and in spite of the Jew's mean- 
ness and partial insanity, Lf he was an ob- 
ject of contempt lie waa also one of pity. 
If he I'.iiled at Christians he did net for- 
get to rail at liis own daughter, for does 
he not s,iy, " I would my daughter were 
dead at niy foot and the jewels in her 
ear I Would she -were hears'd at my foot 
ami the ducats in her coflin !" That he 
pri/.ed revenge more highly than gold waa 
further .shown when he preferred a pound 
of lleali to two ducats. In the presetice of 
the race he hated his attitude wasdtffiant; 
but when ho narrated the story of hi.s 
w rongs to a coeligionist he shod bitter 
tears. The fourth scene w.ns a thrilling one, 
and when the jew, after his discomfiture 
by Portia tottei ed from the stage the sym 
pathy of the audience went w ith him. .^fr. 
Sheridan achieved fi-esh lioiuus last night. 
Ho seems, iiuleed, to yaaa fiom triniiiph 
to triumph. He gifts each character with 
an original conception and ciirries every- 
thing he essays to a successful concbiaion.

— The executive 
committee of the land league will sub 
mit resolutions to the national conven- 
tion declaring the cause of political and 
society ilia impoverishing the country 
to be the detestable system of alien 
rule and that the people can never be 
prosperous and content until they en- 
joy the right of self government, for 
-H'hich they will never cease to struggle. 
The second resolution denounces the 
coercion act as having been devised in 
a spirit of maligiiaiU hypocri.sy and ex- 
ecuted for the gratification of private 
vindictivencss and for the suppression 
of admitted public rights uiion men 
who bore a heavy share in the move- 
ment which led tlie government to imi- 
tjvtfl the laiul bill. Another resolution 
characterizes the land liill as radically 
iiiHutlicient and says it cannot be ac- 
cepted as just, wise or even a tempor- 
ary settlement of the question. The 
executive committee invites the con- 
vention, therefore, to solemnly pledge 
it.self to a determined ailhereiice to tlie 
principles of the land league until all 
its aims are fully accomplished. It is 
already decided by the land league to 
establish a labor league, the executive 
committee to be affiliated with work 
in conjunction with the land league, 
but to be compo.sod entirely of repre 
sentatires of bona fide laborers. The 
objectof this is to execute are extension 
of franchise to laborers, return of labor 
representatives to parliament, estah- 
lishment of peasant propriety. 

Dublin, Sept. 14. — By a coilibion at 
Patrick's Well, county I.imorick, 30 
])ersons were injured. 

Nkw York, Sept. l,'i. — A special 
from I,ondon .says: \ great .sensation 
is c^iuaed at Bristol by the discovery 
that a cargo of three hundred tons of 
human bones is being discharged there 
to the order of a local firm engaged in 
manufacturing manure. The hones 
were shipjjetl at the Rodesto at Constan- 
tinople, and are supposed to be the re 
mains princijially of the defenders of 
Plevna. There are completi^ limbs 
among the horrible cargo, and in some 
cases hair still adheres to the skulls. 
Peter Cooper says it is a common thing 
among the British to buy human bones. 
In fact they will take all they can get 
at any time and from any part of the 
world. They use them for manuring 
their land. It has often been .said 
thab England \ras manured with the 
bones taken from the battle field of 
Waterloo. 

EASTERN .STATES. 
" New York, Sept. 14. — The will of 
the late Lorenzo Delmonico was filed 
to-day. His estate -was valued at %'2,- 
000,000. He leaves .$400,000 and his 
house and st.able8,with all they contain, 
to his wife; §000,000 to his nephew, 
C'ha.s.
